The body was removed to the resi- 
ence of her uncle, where the wounds 
were dressed and every attention was 
fiven her. 
Thursday it became known that Noel 
Imith, a convict "trusty," was tbe 
•erpetrator of the horrible deed, and 
excitement 
ran 
high. 
The news 


reached the Tennessee friends of the 
oung lady, and tbe word passed along 
he line that the negro should be 
ynched. Parties were formed at Cole 
City, and last night at 7 o'clock, just 
lutside of Cole City, a crowd began to 
(rather at the stockade. 


At 8 o'clock 250 armed men de- 


manded the convict of the guards. 
The mob covered the guards with guns 
,nd said they wanted no trouble, but 
were going to lynch the criminal. 
Seeing their hopeless condition, the 
guards delivered the convict to the 
nob. He was dragged with a rope 
about his neck to the scene of the 
crime. He confessed the horrible deed, 
,nd the lynchers began shooting, rid- 
dling the body with bullets. 


After the affair was over the crowd 


dispersed. 


The crime was one of the most atro- 


cious ever committed in this section. 
The victim is still unconscious and 
cannot live. It seems that the indig- 
nation felt at the guards is based on 
the fact that the laws of Georgia do 
not allow them to give "trustys" the 
atitude given in this case.

They are at home every 
where, and no where more at home or 
welcome than in our beautiful city of

•balance of last year and a personal 
loan of 105,000 from Mr. George Bliss, 
9784,829, and the disbursements |7W,- 
878, leaving a balance of 968,551 in 
hand on September 1.

port of the Women's auxiliary showed 
teat it had collected Sl«7,643 for the 
fiscal year, of which 190.833 had been 
disbursed without coming into the cen- 
tral treasury.

Bishop Ferguson, of Africa, a colored

Bishop McKim, of Japan, said that 


the war had taught the Japanese a 
lesson, for there were hnnareds of 
Christians in the front of battle, and 
the way they fought wasJcnown all 
orer. It was now recognized that a 
man was no less a Japanese because he 
bad become a Christian. 


The work of the colored commis- 


sioner was represented by Bishop Nel- 
son, of Georgia. He said that his dio- 
cese was 90 per cent, missionary, and 
jet the total moneys received last year 
for the building up of this jurisd ietiou 
only averaged seven and a half cents 
• bead of the people reached. The 
Episcopal church was the onlyone mak- 
ing any advance in the moral condi- 
tion of the people of the south. 


Bishop Brooke, of Oklahoma, spoke 


briefly for the Indians of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 


Reports on the mission fields of Mex- 


ico and Brazil were made by Bishop 
McLaren, Dr. Forrester, of Mexico 
city, and others.
